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THE FENIAN MOVEMENT. 

IRELAND is a singularly unlucky country. Her best opportuni- 
ties scarcely ever have time to become visible and awaken hope 
before they are knocked over by some unexpected casualty. 
An evil sprite seems to dog her footsteps and watch for occa- 
sions of tripping her up as soon as ‘her course is onward, She 
had already begun to prosper and take heart, after the fearful 
calamity of the potato blight, when she was thrown back again 
into trouble by three bed harvests in succession. She is just 
beginning to recover from the despondent mood into which 
they plunged her, and now she is infested with political boils 
and blains in the shape of Fenianism, There can be no doubt 
that this disease has been imported from the West, that it 
spreads by contagion, that it fastens upon the lowest class of 
the community, and that at present it defies all curative treat- 
ment. Unfortunate Ireland! She may have her short- 
comings, but really want of good luck seems to be among the 
worst of them, 

We should do Ireland and the Irish great injustice if we 
should deal otherwise than compassionately with her and hers, 
under this new infliction. The political malady, the ugly 
symptoms of which are now attracting attention to the sister 
isle, is by no means national. As it was not indigenous, so 
neither is susceptibility to it produced by what may be called 
hative causes. Difference of race, of religion, of political 
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party, of social standing, will sometimes explain the sudden 
appearance and presence of political epidemics ; but to none of 
them is the phenomenon of Fenianism in Ireland fairly 
attributable. Celt and Saxon, Catholic and Protestant, 
priest and clergyman, Conservative and Liberal, residents 
in towns and farmers in the country, alike denounce 
and dread the fever, and are alike anxious to see it 
effectually stopped. It preys only upon ignorance, and a very 
moderate amount of knowledge is an almost certain prophylactic 
against it. It is in Ireland, but not of Ireland. It is not 
formidable; it is not even likely to become so; but its very 
existence is mischievous. And perhaps its chief power for 
mischief resides in its aptitude to divert public attention from 
the real and the removable disadvantages of which Irishmen 
may justly complain, and to lessen the sympathy between the 
two countries. For Ireland's sake, therefore, far more than for 
that of England, it behoves the Government to crush the evil] in 
the egg. 

No one can wonder at the extreme reluctance of Lord 
Wodehouse to grapple with sedition in so strangely ridiculous 
aform, Fenianism may be vigorous enough on the other side 
of the Atlantic, and, perhaps, has in view aims which if they 
are not recommended by good feeling are at any rate feasible. 
The hatred of England which there organises itself in a sort 
of open conspiracy might, poisibly, if encouraged by 
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President Johnson and Mr. Seward, leave its mark upon 
Canada; but over here, in Ireland, “the brotherhood” 
are simply pushing a number of silly young people 
into a dangerous position. It is not to be imagined, 
for a moment, that the rulers of the United Kingdom, any 
more than the rulers of the United States, will tamely witness 
a disintegration of the empire. It is not conceivable that the 
union which the all but illimitable resources of Great Britain 
are pledged to maintain is likely to be torn asunder by a mere 


| transatlantic faction ; or, if Ireland could be temporarily occu- 


pied by them, that they could permanently retain it. Nothing 
could be more farcical than the supposition that what would 
require an immense and well-organised force, acting in aid of 


| strong national feeling, to effect, will be accomplished by 
| a few 


secret societies, in each of which there is a 
traitor, and which can pretend to no better means of 
compassing their end than that of drilling the silliest 
of the peasantry by moonlight. Altogether, the swagger 
of Fenianism has been so loud, and its means so contemptible, 
that the Irish Government is really to be excused for having 
let it alone until now. Of course, it knew everything accurately 
enough ; for conspiracy evermore breeds plenty of cowards who 
will vie with each other in selling information to the police. 
It may be pardoned, therefore, if it hesitated to interpose in 
so supremely ridiculous an affair. It was entitled to hope that

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the plot, if there wae one, would be suffocated by its own 
absurdity, That hope having proved vain, it became a mercifal 
Government to dissipate a delusion which could only injure its 
unhappy dupes by drawing them into closer connection with 
crime; and we trust that what it has done it has done so com- 
pletely as to save the guiltiest from worse perils than any to 
which they are now exposed, 

When Lord Wodehouse had made up his mind to move, he 
moved to some purpose. Having quietly taken full precautions 
against an outbreak, he committed the execution of his plans 
exclusively to the civil force. They were quite competent for 
the occasion, Simultaneously, or nearly so, they took complete 
possession of the centres of the confederation. They began 
their work on Friday, and by Saturday evening they had laid 
hands upon nearly everybody and everything connected with 
Fenianism in Ireland which may be said to have constituted its 
vitality. The Jrish People—the representative journal of the

One might be almost entitled, but for other evidence of the 
most decisive character, to imagine that the authorities had 
been misled as to the proper places for casting their nets, so 
utterly insignificant is the take which they have landed, If, 
indeed, they have not got hold of the brain and heart of 
Fenianism in Ireland, where are they’? How is it that in this 
crisis they do not appear? How happens it that no trace of 
them can be discovered? What are the half million of sworn 
and organised conspirators about, that they suffer a few hundred

and securely lodge them in prison’ Perhaps they were 
tesken by surprise ; but four or five days have since elapsed,

and not a sign of their indignation is to be seen, On 
the contrary, the almost universal feeling of Ireland. so 
far at least as it has been displayed hitherto, is on¢ 
ef satisfaction. Now, this could not have been if 


the Irish population were to any appreciable extent mixed up 
with this burlesque of a national conspiracy. There would 
bave been a visible show of sullenness on a somewhat extended 
scale, even if there were no movement; or, if not sullenness, 
then fear, arising from a consciousness of being compromised, 
But there is neither. Dublin and Cork go about their ordinary 
business as heretofore, and only think and talk of what has 
bappened as they would of any other matter of public curiosity 
and gossip. We conclude, therefore, that all that there was of 
Fenianism which required to be put under restraint is already 
within the grasp of the Executive authority ; and that the 
little bubble which has just burst really constituted the windy 
force which mystery and brag had exalted into a power capable 
of defying and dethroning the Queen of the United Kingdom. 
Thus far, then, Ireland fairly claims congratulation that she 
bas proved herself so slightly susceptible of the political virus 
which it was sought to infuse into her blood, There have been 
times in her history when the base attempt might have been 
more successful, although we not aware that the Irish 
nature ever manifested any strong affinity to Republicanism,

Those times, happily, have passed away, and the number ot 
Irishmen having anything to lose are few who can discern any 
promise of national prosperity and progress in separating the 
destiny of their country from that of England, We are con- 
vinced that their loyalty will, if possible, increase the desire of 
the Imperial Parliament to deal considerately, justly, and 
ger.erously with Irish interests, We trust, moreover, that even 
in regard to this travesty of treason Government will unite 


Jenity with firmness, The emissaries from America, who have 


so pratuitously striven to get up a rebellion, will not, we hope, 
be elevated into comparative dignity by having, on conviction, 
to suffer the penalty of death, A sufficient term of penal 
servitude will better become them, while their dupes may be 
even more indulgently treated, It is not always politic to 
render to crime when allied with excessive folly the full 
meesure of its legal deserts, and we venture to believe it will 
not be thought so in this case, Hitherto, the affair has assumed 
all the features of a farce—it would be a great pity to convert 
it, by unnecessary rigour, into a tragedy, 


PROVINCIAL EXHIBITIONS OF ART AND INDUSTRY, 
THREE of our Illustrations in the present Number are devoted to the 
local exhibitions which have recently been opened, respectively, at 
Reading, Birmingham, and Wakefield. 

THE READING EXHIBITION, 
of the Exhibition in the Townhall at Reading was 
briefly reported Jast week, An Illustration of this scene appears on 
our front e. The Bishop of Oxford, as stated, delivered the 
inaugural address, in the presence of the Earl of Abingdon, Lord 

Lieutenant of Berkshire; Colonel Loyd Lindsay; Mr. Shaw Lefevre, 
M.P. ; Sir Charles Russell, M.P. ; Sir F. Goldsmid, M.P.; Mr. Benyon, 
M.P.; Mr. Walter, and other 
the Mayor of Reading, Mr. Butler, who was accompanied by t 
Mayors of several neighbouring towns, with the members of the 

teading Corporation, having introduced the whole company to the 

Exhibition, and informed them of the objects for which it was designed. 
A choir of male and female voices, accompanied on the organ by Mr. 
Strickland, organist of St. Mary's Church, performed the musical part 
of the proceedings, the Hallelujah Chorus being given with great 
efiect, chen the Bishop declared the Exhibition opened. 

This exhibition at Reading is two-fold, being partly an industrial 
exhibition, made up of specimens of the skill, the taste, and the 
ingenuity of the working-c people of that town and district ; partly 
a fine-arts loan exhibition, to which many of the nobility and gentry 
have sent a great variety of precious things. The Queen has sent 
from Windsor Castle the celebrated shield of silver, inlaid with gold,

of one of the Popes; a case of historical busts of German Sovereigns 
and their consorts, from Philip the Good, 1467, to Charles II., 1700; 
a coat of arms in silver, time of William ITI. ; a silver picture-frame, 
time of Charles II.; a “ Wedgwood Plaque”—William Tell; por- 
traits, in wax, of Frederick Prince of Wales, Augusta his consort, 
George III., and the Duke of York. _ Besides these, her Majesty has 
sent a number of curious articles in Indian carving, several suits of 
armour, some curious arms, with other articles of virth. When we 
mention that out of the 1680 articles catalogued more than 900 come 
from Windsor Castle and the various seats of the nobility and gentry in 
the county, some idea may be formed of the richness of the exhibition. 
Among the works of sculpture none will attract more attention than 
Gibson's famous statue, the “ Tinted Venus,” which was so prominent 
in the Great International Exhibition of 1862. It has been lent by 
the owner, Mr. T, Morrison, along with several splendid mosaics. The 
Industrial Exhibition proper has been classified under two heads: the 
first division contains the articles exhibited by artisans, and these, again, 
are subdivided into those which have reference to their own employment 
and those which are independent of it } the second division includes 
all those who are not artisans, and this is also subdivided in a manner 
similar to the first. To the first class money prizes will be awarded, 
as well as certificates of merit; to the second class medals and cer- 
tificates of merit will be given. Without at present particularising 
any special article, it is sufficient to say that none appear to have been 
admitted but what are far beyond the nsual average of merit, and 
would be quite worthy of a place in any international exhibition. 
THE BIRMINGHAM EXHIBITION, 

The Working Men's Industrial Exhibition at Bingley Hall, Bir- 
mingbam, a general view of which appears on page 234, was opened 
on Monday, the 28th ult., by Lord Lyttelton, assisted by Lord 
Leigh, the Mayor, Mr. H. Wiggin, Mr. Newdegate, M.P., and the 
Rev. Dr. Miller. The well-known hall in which the exhibition is 
held is admirably suited for the purpose; but, large as is its area, 
it fell short of the space required by the number of persons who 
were anxious to exhibit; as it is, the catalogue sets forth that 
there are 753 exhibitors, and the room sauiend is 4900 ft. wall or 
hanging space, 3820 ft. floor space, and 2830 ft. table space. From 
the moment the project was mooted the artisans disposed to take part 
in it were warmly seconded by many of the principal manufacturers ; 
to that circumstance, no doubt, much of its success may be attributed. 
The hall itself has been appropriately and elegantly decorated, an 
abundance of flowers having been used. There are festoons in great 
variety, bannerets ornamented in gold and silver, busts and vases, 
statuary, &c. This method of decoration has been employed 
with such good effect that the appearance of the hall was ali that 
could be desired for such an exhibition, The articles displayed are of 
a miscellaneous character. The staples of the local industry of course 
figure prominently; in stamping there are one or two wonderful 
specimens; of mechanism there is a great variety; of iron manufac- 
ture, furniture, saddlery, brassfoundry, jewellery, papier-maché wares, 
carving and gilding, there is a good display, There are numerous 
mcdels in which much of skill and clever workmanship is displayed ; 
one of these represents a church which is said to be composed of more 
than 4000 separate pieces of wood. The contributions from feminine 
fingers are numerous and varied; and, although of less worth, but 
not perhaps the least curious feature of the exhibition, is a quantity of 
“origina) poetry” sent in to compete for the prize ode to be set to 
music and performed at this inauguration ; “a play ;” and some com- 
positions in music, This exhibition is in yoy my most creditable, 
and, like all others of its kind, contains much that is instructive as 
well as useful,

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


FRANCE, 
(from our own Corresponde nt.) 


Panis, Sept. 21, 1865, 

Now that M. Drouyn de Lhuys has spoken out on the Ott affair in 
an informal but still in a very decisive way, there are no longer any 
apprehensions felt that justice is likely to miscarry in this melancholy 
case, and the subject has passed for the time out of the domain of 
newspaper discussion. Such is not the case, however, with the Gastein 
Convention. Earl Russell’s despatch, as given by the Jndépendance 
Belge, has served to revive the interest in this question, which is dis- 
cussed and rediscussed by the Paris press with that peculiar animation 
which French journals are accustomed to display when they have no 
fear of an official warning before their eyes. Something more than 
hints are dropped that Belgium and the Khine might be acquired by 
much the same means as those adopted by Austria and Prussia to 
obtain possession of Schleswig and Holstein ; but then the unpleasant 
doubt arises as to how England would act in such a contingency— 
whether she would merely protest or nerve herself for a Earopean 
war, and, if the latter, whether the acquisition would be worth its cost, 
to which the papers that broach the subject answer in the negative 
with striking unanimity, The Lauenburg “ transaction,” too, has 
evoked the suggestion that, now Austria has turned huckaterer and 
barters territory for hard cash, it would not be amiss for Italy to open 
negotiations with her for the purchase of Venetia, All this, with the 
coming withdrawal of the first batch of French troops from Rome, 
comes like a cloud on the political horizon, no bigger, may be, than a 
man’s hand, but still sufficient to overcast our sunshine of repose. 

As a diversion to the endless discussions on the Gastein Convention, 
came most opportunely the news of the Fenian arrests. Instantly, 
how laboriously and, with one or two exceptions, how inefficiently 
did the French papers labour to enlighten their readers with regard to 
this miserable conspiracy! The Temps even treated us to a learned

Pheenician. Even while I write, the Fenian Brotherhood and the 
grief to which they have been brought are fertile topics of discussion 
with the press rm with the public; and one cannot help seeing that, 
with both, a latent sort of sympathy existe for what nine Frenchmen 
out of ten will persist in styling an “oppressed nationality.” 

The Exhibition for 1867 is on the ¢apis again. The specifications 
for its erection have been issued and tenders invited, the decision 
upon which will be come to by the members of the Imperial Com- 
mission, in the course of the ensuing week. 

The frezh batch of Japanese Ambassadors, whose coming here was 
0 loudly heralded, have, after a week or two's sojourn in magnificent 
apartments at the Hotel du Louvre, retired to more modest quarters 
in some little house in the Rue Jean Goujon, in the Champs Elysées. 
It is supposed that, being practical men, they don’t quite see the 
amusement of living in state, with no one to look and marvel at them, 
for there is no one left in Paris to pay them visits of ceremony; and 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, for whom they are waiting to present 
their credentials, has been absent from Paris ever since their arrival. 

The Paris papers are chuckling over some new discomfiture which 
our English locomotive engineers have just experienced in the 
Grand Duchy of Baden. The Baden Government, it seems, require 
forty-six locomotives for the railways of the Grand Duchy; and of 
the estimates sent in those of the English firm were at the rate of 
70,720f., the Baden firm at the rate of 55,720f., and the Graffenstaden 
works at the rate of 45,000f. per engine. The conseynence was, that 
the Graffenstaden works secured an order for twenty-two locomotives 
and the Baden firm for twenty-four, the English firm obtaining none 
of the spoil.

Finding him utter'y ignorant 
of the use of the small sword, he judiciously refrained from instructing 
him beyond teaching him a few simple movements, and told him to 
fight in his own way, as his blundering thrusts were far more likely 
to embarrass his adversary and tell against him than more precise 
manceuvres unskilfully performed. Unfortunately, however, Dillon 
threw himself, as it were, at the onset upon the Duke’s weapon ; when, 
to use De Noé’s characteristic but somewhat brutal expression, he was 
“ spitted like a lark.* 

e season of the Italian Opera here commences on Monday week. 
Three new operas are announced—namely, “Don. Bucefalo,” by 
Cagnoni; “ Leonora,” by Mercadante; and “‘Simon Boccanegra,” by 
Verdi. Of these, representations of the first two are promised some 
time during the month of October. 

The Brothers Davenport have resumed their performances, this time 

with the tickets of admission at 30f., which, coupled with the presence 
of some half a dozen sergens de ville in an adjoining apartmen*, so 
disposed that the entire company could see them, perfectly checked 
anything like an anti-demonstration. M. Robin, who declined the 
challenge of the Davenports to produce with the same means pre- 
cisely the same results as they did, has travestied their exhibition in 
a most amusing fashion, and has succeeded in drawing nightly crowds 
to the “ Salle Robin ” to witness this portion of the performances, It 
is quite true that he produces many of the results achieved by the 
Davenports, but he does so under very different conditions; for 
nstance, his operator—for M. Robin does not act the part himself~ 
s bound by one of the assistants of the Salle in such a way that he 
can set his hands at liberty in a moment, and in another moment 
appear to be fast in his bonds again. Then the instruments are con- 
veniently hung up against the sides of the cabinet, so as to enable the 
medium to manipulate one after the other with astonishing rapidity. 
The exhibition isa very amusing one, particularly that portion of it 
where the modus operandi is shown, and far more clever than any- 
thing accomplished by Anderson, Tollemaque, and the score of 
Davenport imitators who boasted they had discovered the Yankee 
Uick.

On Monday morning Senor Ulloa was received in solemn audience 
by King Victor Emmanuel, in order to present his credentials ag 
Spanish Minister to the Italian Court. Senor Ulloa said :-—-* The 
ancient alliances which have existed at different periods between the 
Royal families of Spain and Savoy, and the common interests of the 
two nations, who have the same origin and the same polizical institu- 
tions, are a sure guarantee that the good understanding, now happily 
re-established, will every day become more firmly consolidated.” The 
King replied as follows :—* The ancient alliances between my family 
and the Royal family of Spain are an agreeable historical rem) xiscence 
for us, and a pledge of durable affection between the sister countries, 
who have the same institutions, the same ancient traditions of friend- 
ship, and the same glorious recollections.” 

A report of the Minister of Public Instruction to the King in refer- 
ence to the system of education pursued in the religious establish- 
ments was published on Tuesday. The Minister calls attention to the 
extraordinary number of these establishments, and expresses his 
opinion that the education obtained in them is not in accordance 
with modern ideas, and that their suppression, therefore, would be 
attended with no inconvenience. 

The Minister of the Interior has addressed a circular to the prefect 
relative to the approaching elections, 

The circular announces that shortly after the assembling of Parliament the 
Ministry will bring forward a measure for the suppression of religious bodies 
and the re-adjustment of ecclesiastical property. This measure will ameliorate 
the position of the clergy in the country districts, 

In the division of the ecclesiastical wealth a portion will 
elementary and middle-class education, and a portion to the « 
the religious bodies resided, for 
purposes. 

e Ministry will also bring forward bills for reforming the 
primary, sevondary, and superior instrueteun. 

The Government will propose a modification of the tax upon incomes not 
derived from landed property. They will also continue the policy of assimi- 
lating the laws of the country, and will introduce bills for promoting the 
development of the national wealth, and for the modification of the register 


stamp tax. 
HOLLAND, 

The Dutch Chambers were opened, on Monday, by King William in 
person.

The finances are prosperous, and the redemption 
of the public debt will be continued. e harvest, it is stated, is 
better than was expected, It is farther announced that measures have 
been taken to arrest the progress of the dangerous epidemic prevailing 
among cattle, and, if necessary, the attention of the Chambers will be 
ogain directed to this subject.

PRUSSIA, 

Herr von Bismarck was on Saturday elevated to the rank of Count, 
and received a long visit of congratulation from the King. 

The King, accompanied by the Crown Prince, left Berlin on Sunday 
for Merseburg, in Prussian Saxony, where his Majesty was cordially 
received. The chief personages of all the ncighvoorng towns and pro- 
prietors of estates in the province had come to Mereeburg to greet the 
Sovereign upon his first appearance as in these parts. In the 
courtyard of the castle the ‘ing was recel' by a guard of honour, 
and in the great saloon were a.sembled the Estates and civil officials 
of the province.

Herr von Zedlitz, the former Prussian civil commissioner in the 
duchies, has undertaken the civil administration, subject to the 
authority of General Mantenffel. He has announced that the govern- 
ment of Schleswig will be divided for the future into four depart- 
ments. Herr von Rumobr takes charge of the Interior; Herr von 
Rathpen, Public Worship; and Baron Richthofen the War Depart- 
ment; while that of Finance is to be provisionally divided into three 
bureaux, a chief being subsequently appointed. The customs and 
telegraphic branches will be carried on at Flensburg, and the postal 
administration at Schleswig, each under their former chiefs. 

Yhe Prussian Government has also issued a Royal proclamation 
announcing the assumption by the King of Prussia of the title of 
Duke of Lauenburg and the annexation of the duchy to his dominions, 
‘The proclamation promises that the King will carry on the government 
of the duchy in conformity with the existing laws, 

Field Marshal von Gablenz, the new Governor of Holstein, has 
arrived at Kiel, and has issued a proclamation addressed to the inha- 
bitants of the duchy. The Field Marshal expresses the hope that, as 
the representative of the Emperor of Austria, he would meet with the 
Fame Lindoes which had been shown by them to the Austrian troops. 
The proclamation then continues :— 

1 rely with full confidence also on your manly character, which has already 
shown iteelf on former occasions, and on your senze of legality. This reliance 
facilitates the fufilment of my mission, the difficulties of which | do not fail 
to onderstand, These difficulties can, however, be overcome by your quiet 
attitude and your real patriotism. I will maintain the autonomy of your 
administration, which is so splendidly developed ; and, above all, I will allow 
the native-born citizens of Holstein to share in the public management of the 
affairs of the duchy. I promise you the conscientious application of the 
existing laws, the utmost possible advancement of your moral and material 
prosperity, energetic and rapid execution of the duties of government, and the 
strict exercise of an impartial administration of the law. Holding aloof 
from the exercise of any decided policy, 1 am inspired solely by the desire of 
remaining a stranger to all party intrigues, of striving incessantly to develop 
the prosperity of the country, and, strengthened by the confidence of the 
population, of meeting the justly-founded wishes of the people. 

The Jnéépendance Belge has published the text of a circular 
despatch respecting the Gastein Convention, which is stated by the 
Belgian journal to bave been sent, on the 14th inst., by Earl Russell to 
the British Envoys at foreign Courts. In this despatch Ear! Russell 
says that the Convention has increased the regret with which the 
British Government viewed the treaty of peace between Austria, 
Prussia, and Denmark, and adds :— 

All rights, old or new, whether based upon a solemn agreement between 
Sovereigns or on the clear and precise expression of the popular will, have 
been trampled under foot by the Gastein Convention ; and the authority of 
force is the only power which has been consulted and recognised. Violence 
and conquest are the only bases upon which the dividing Powers have estab- 
lished their convention. Her Majesty's Government greatly deplores thé 
disregard thus manifested for the principles of public law and the legitimat« 
claim that the people may raise to be heard when their destiny is called into 
question. 

The Augsburg Gazette has published a circular despatch, which is 
stated to have been sent by M. Drouyn de Lhuys to the French Envoys 
at fereign Courts, and which condemns the Gastein Convention in 
terms substantially similar to those employed by Earl Russell. 

Ruesia, it seems, has issued no circular, being resolved to maintain 
a strict policy of non-intervention in the affair, 

UNITED STATES. 

The President has pardoned ex-Governor Brown, of Georgia. He has 
written a letter approving of the formation of militia companies 
throughout Mississippi, and expressing his opinion that the people 
rhould be trusted with their own government. 

Mr. Davis’s health continues to improve. 

There is a very unsettled state of affairs in the south, especially in 
Mississippi, where there was a constant clashing of the military and 
civil authorities. There was a general feeling of uneasiness arising 
from the fear of a rising of the freed blacks. 

‘The New York Democratic State Convention has passed resolutions 
denouncing milit rule and negro suffrage and claiming the equality 
of the States. “The resolutions also indorse President Johnson's 
reconstruction policy, state the obligation apon the country for the 
payment of the national debt, and support the Monroe doctrine.

President Johnson had made a speech declaring the policy of the 
States to be the maintenance of Kepublicanism, and, by peaceful 
means, the establishment of free institutions throughout the American 
continent,

An address to her Majesty from both Houses of Parliament on the 
evbject of our defences has been sent to England by the outgoing 
mail, The co-operation of the Home Government is asked in the 
work of placing the colony in a condition to be able to resist the 
attack of a hostile force. Naturally, Hobson's Bay is well situated 
for the comparatively easy construction of an effective scheme of 
defence. At present we are at the mercy of any Power with whom 
England may Save a dispute ; and, as we fear that the enormous wealth 
of Melbourne is too well known not to attract the attention of England's 
encmies, we are anxious that a complete and satisfactory scheme, in 
the canying out of which it is not unreasonable to expect the assist- 
ance of the mother country, should be decided upon and practically 
adopted without delay. We have a numerous and efficient volunteer 
body, in whose ranks may be found riflemen capable of competing 
with thore of any country; and, as our magnificent bay is almost land- 
locked, the wire expenditure of a comparatively small sum at and in 
the vicinity of Port Philip Heads would protect us from the atiack of 
any enemy.

comed. A blazing sky all day and sultry air all night—the 
meteorological features of the last three weeks—may please 
for a time, particularly when they follow untimely cold and 
wet, but soon overpower one with their kindness. Pheugh ! 
We have hardly had nervous energy enough left in our system 
to take a full breath since the beginning of the month, All 
the tackle of life séemed to be loosened, and one’s brains 
became mere ooze. The reader will have remarked that 
political life exhibited during the same period unmistakable 
symptoms of lassitude, fovement there was none, except 
among the cattle, and, just lately, the kindred brotherhood of 
Fenians, One day was as like another day as a pea is like its 
fellow pea. Men's motives had become liquefied, and time 
passed on in a smooth, oily, unceasing stream, 

The world is just beginning to recover tone, A cold breeze, 
probably the forerunner of equinoctial gales, braces up ex- 
pectation, We have acquired vigour enough to look about us, 
and to become sensible of a reviving interest in the affairs of 
humanity. There is not much that is noteworthy in passing 
ut we can discern in the proximate future possibilities 
of strong excitement, Casting our eye over Europe, we 
obsérve Austria busy with preparations to substitute for a 


| policy of fusion and consolidation which has wholly failed, one 


of modified federation which, let us hope, will be less unfor- 
tunate in results. Austria, like many a_ self-willed 
individual, has been so dogged and persistent in pursuit 
of a craze, that she has put herself into the power 
of her only dreaded rival, Prussia, who, without the 
compunction, rather with evident pleasure, has 
her through the dirt, and compelled her 
to display herself to astonished Europe as a tool in the unseru- 
pulous bands of Count Bismarck, When a first-rate Power has 
wilfully gone so far wrong as to lose the political means as well 
as the moral courage requisite to refuse participation in an in- 
famous act from which no advantage can be gained, it is high 
time to set seriously about the work of self-reformation. So 
Austria seems to think at the present moment, Hence, she has 
convoked at an early date provincial Diets of her non-German 
peoples, excluding Venetia; and at a later date (Dec, 10) 
the Hungarian Diet. Her object is to prevail upon them, if 
possible, to arrive at some common understanding as to the 
relations they shall hereafter sustain to the central roling 
authority, and to try the experiment whether variety of form 
can be made compatible with unity of spirit. Success, should 
it be vouchsafed to her, will enable her to lighten very ma- 
terially her financial burdens, and perhaps, in proccss of time, 
to recover her position in Germany, 

Italy also is approaching a very critical, perhaps the most 
critical, period of her destiny as a newly-born kingdom. 
Her first Parliament hos been dissolved, and its successor is 
to be elected between the middle and the end of next month. 
The future of Italy is staked upon the issue, It has been 


its 





known for some time past that every effort would be made by 
the ecclesiastical and reactionary party to regain ascendency, 
if possible, by the use of the suffrage. To checkmate this 
attempt, doubtless, is the main object of the circular 
just addressed to the Prefects by the Minister of the 
Interior, He therein sketches the programme cf policy 
resolved upon by the Government in the event of their obtain- 
ing a working majority of the Representative Chamber, It is 
their intention, he says, to submit a measure for the sup- 
pression of religious bodies and the readjustment of ccclesi- 
astical property, which, at the same time, shall aim at improving 
the position of the clergy in country districts. Part of the 
wealth thus resumed by the State will be assigned to ele- 
mentary and middle-class education, and part will be devoted 
to public works. Other measures of reform—educational, 
financial, and administrative—are indicated, with a view, it may 
be supposed, of rousing the enthusiasm of the national party. 
We content ourselves with a bare statement of Ministerial 
profession, We make no comment upon the wisdom or other- 
wise of the policy announced. It is a bold step; and, in one 
aspect of it, resembles that taken by our own Henry VIIL., 
from which, however, it differs in proposing a public instead of 
a private application of the funds acquired by a dissolution of 
monasteries, 

If nothing more “loomed in the future,” there would stil! 
be amply sufficient in the prospects to which we have directed 
attention to keep public expectation awake, But there seems 
to be some sort of impression, although its correctness has been 
denied, that the Emperor of the French will meet the 
Legislative Body with some striking disclosure of his political 
intentions ; and, if we may trust the sources from which the 
concoctors of telegrams draw their information, mischief is 
once more brewing between Turkey and Montenegro, 

So much for the Continent. At home, there isno immediate 
prospect of the breaking up of the “dead season.” Ireland, 
as we have seen, has furnished a topic of momentary interest ; 
elsewhere, all is calm and unruffled, The holidays are not yet 
over, and polities have gone out of fashion for a while. 
Typhus, human and bovine, is the prominent subject 
of discussion, to which we may add, though assigning 
to it only a secondary position, “the wines we drink.” 
If the old adage be true, “ Happy are the people who 
have no annals,” we ought just now to be congratulated on 
our felicity. We do not, however, accept the maxim unre- 
servedly. We do not believe in the wholesomeness of 
unchangeable sunshine, The rude blast in its season, a 
useful, if not a pleasing, visitant. It is not desirable that the 
public spirit of any country should sink below par for want of 
exercise. Relaxation palls when it ceases to alternate with 
labour. There is no fear, however, that we shall be allowed to 
float lazily down the stream of time much longer than is neces- 
sary for recruiting our powers, There still remains work enough 
for us to do, and possibly the day is not far distant when we 
shall have to use all our manhood in wrestling with difficulties. 
We know not why we should be impatient of rest. Be the spell 
of it longer or shorter, its influence may be expected to tell 
beneficially upon energies that will be in requisition anon. 
Meanwhile we may as well act upon the ancient exhortation of 
“ Carpe diem"—fitting ourselves to-day for what may occur on 
the morrow,

A long letter of Miss Burdett Coutts has been published In relation to the 
cattie plague. Sbe leans strongly to the opinion that the disease is of Russian 








origin, explaining the immunity of the herds cf cattle imported by the stato- 
ment that the descendants of animals which have bad the plague are les 
liable to bave a scvere attack than strangers, She argently presses for a sys- 
tematic attcmpt to disouver a remedy; also means to alleviate the sufferings 

ec suimals endure, and render their bodics less dangerous when dead, She 

s about to set ot an inquiry herself, and some gentlemen kindly give her 

sistance. There are other question Is the meat of diseased animals at 
any stage of the disorder fit for food?

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“ THE BUILDING OF THE NEW CASTLE ON 


1080.” 
THE picture represented by our Engraving is one which has lately 
been executed by a Newcasile artist, Mr. W. B. Scott, at the specia 
request of his numerous friends and admirers in that city, who wished 


to pay their townsman a compliment, and so invited him to apply his 
talents as a painter to the illustration of a subject of local history. 
The scene is laid in front of the great door of the Keep, represented as it 
is at present, since its restoration by the late eminent Newcastle archi- 
tect, Mr. Dobson. Outside the parapet wall, opposite the door, is a 
scaffold for the workmen, forming the foreground of the composition. 
‘The labourevs raising the coping-stone are leading figares in the picture, 
and represent the Saxon or Danish natives forced to labour by their 
Norman invaders, The oldest of these has been a man of some rank, 
and bears his degradation proudly. Behind these stands the eldest 
son of the Conqueror, Robert, who is supposed to have been present 
during the building. He has returned from hunting, and finds the archi- 
tect showing a plan which does not seem quite to satisfy the old warrior 
who will hereafter be the governor of the fortress. The lady, who has 
been riding out with the Prince along with the others seen in the in- 
closure below, leans on his shoulder, entirely uninterested in the dis- 
cussion. The inclosure or hoarding below represents the future garth or 
bailey, and the descent of the future postern to the river may be traced 
by the succession of round-honses belonging to an earlier time. Within 
the bailey are tents for the sale of meat and drink, as was usual during 
the building of large edifices in the Middle Ages. Here is also the 
Prince's tent, with his shield and banner flying ; behind which may 
be seen a Moorish cook employed in mn ee for dinner. The 
natives, crowding in to look at the Norman horses and riders, are 
rudely end unceremoniously repelled by the groom, carrying the wild 
geese shot by the party, and by the man-at-arms. . Outside, a jongler 
amuses the crowd, composed mostly of women, by throwing up the 
balls ard knives, a feat of dexterity as ancient as the benedictional of 
St. Ethe lwald. ec ; ; 

On the other side of the river, Gatehead is in ruins, having been 
destroyed just about the time of the building of the new castle, in 
revenge for the murder of the Bishop of Durham in the church there. 
The sp: t chosen for the erection of the castle has been pantly covered 
by great trees, inhabited by rooks, which are cruelly dislodged and 
their rests destroyed. The time indicated in the picture is about 
noon, on a cloudy and windy Northumbrian day, with rain and partial 
sunshine. In the great doorway a woman calls the masons from a 
scaffold above to their mid-day food, These two men represent the 
skilled workers of the time, travelling freemasous from the Continent, 
learned in Byzantine ornament.

A great improvement, it appears to us, is avout to be effected 
in the system of musical education in this country, by the formation 
of what may be called collegiate institutions, in which eminent 
professors of music are combined, in order to give complete in- 
structions in all the varions branches of the art, not only to ama- 
teurs who cultivate it as an accomplishment, but to those who 
study it more deeply as a profession. Several of these academies are 
already established and in action, and others are in the course of 
formation, Among the latter we may mention the Bayswater 
Academy of Music, recently originated by Mr. G. B, Allen, the eminent 
composer and professor of singing, with the active assistance and 
co-operation of Mr. Benedict. It has started with the advantage of 
having among its founders such names as those of Mr, Benedict, Mr. 
Allen, Dr. Rimbault, Signor Ferrari, Mr. J. B. Chatterton. Mr. 
Apthomas, and other distinguished professors; and its prospectus 
presents a feature not to be found in other similar institutions —viz., 
the delivery of periodical lectures, with musical illustrations by the 

upils—an important advantage, and one which larger societies might 
Peneficially introduce, The academy at Bayswater is already in a 
Condition to enter immediately upon its functions, under the principal- 
shipof Mr. Allen and supervision of Mr. Benedict ; and another academy, 
of the same kind and under the same auspices, will shortly commence 
Operations at Islington. We look with much interest for the accom- 
plishment of this design, The soundness of the scheme and the 
success of its execution are guaranteed by the talents and reputation 
of the artists embarked in it ; and we hope to see si 
formed in every quarter of the metropolis.

ECHOES OF THE WEEE. 
Tuer is a talk of pulling down the old “ Tabard” or “Talbot” inn 
in Southwark, famous as the place of departure of Chaucer's 
Canterbury pilgrims. It has been stated, however, that the existing 
building is not worth retaining as a relic of antiquity, and is only a 
brick house, dating from the middle of the seventeenth century. 
Other antiquaries, however, come forward to declare that the original 
“ pilgrim-room,” a timber one, still exists in the rear of the brick struc- 
ture, and that it would consequently be a shame to demolish the 
Tabard-Talbot. I fear, however, that the quaint old place will not 
be able long to withstand the march of Borough improvement. In 
Russia they have an odd device for preserving these memorials of the 
past. They clear the ground around, and then build a new! wse over 
them. In such a tran new casket has been enshrined th. original 
log-cabin in which Peter the Great dwelt while he was directing the 
building of St. Petersburg and writing those celebrated “ wiggings” 
to “ Besil of the Island” (Wassil-na-Ostrow) for failing to make the 
pile-cradled metropolis emerge fast enough from the ooze and mud of 
Neva. 

= More Last Words” from Mr. John Ruskin have appeared on the 
vexed question of domestic servitude; but all the brilliant rhetoric, 
subtle argument, and overflowing illustrations, from classical authors 
and others, of an sccomplished scholar and earnest thinker will not, [ 
am afraid, enable Materfamilias to cut the “ gordian knot.” A lady, 
writing to a contemporary, and taking a purely Gharch-catechism 
view of the question, it, I must confess, in a very practical 
light ; and her reasoning, fifty years since, would have been held 
irrefragable. The poor, she points out (quoting Scripture), are never 
to cease out of the land; the poor must not expect the luxuries which 
riches only obtain; servants belong to the poor—ergo, they should 
pow their stations, refrain from pining after “luxuries,” and think 
a holiday once a month quite sufficient. In a word, they should be 
content to do their duty “in that state of life into which it has pleased 
God to.cali them.” But what is the state of life into which anybody 
is called ? Who, by the help of industry, edueation, and good conduct, 
dyes not hope to rise above his originy Is the ambition to rise a sin ? 
The grandfather of the first Sir Robert Peel was a day-labourer. 
Should his descendants be contented to remain in the “state of life” 
into which their grandsire was “called"? An American girl will very 
rarely condescend to be a servant at all; but when she does enter a house- 
hold as a “help” it is merely with the desire'to save up enough money to 
purchase a wedding trousseau, One Transatlantic “help” I knew 
went Sway and married a shoddy millionaire ; and I saw her after- 
wards, all ablaze with diamonds, at the New York Academy of Music. 
i ey omy view was. very tersely formulated by Mr. Dickens in 
* The Chimes :"— 





Oh! let as love omr ocenpations, 
Live upon our daily rations, 
Bless the Squire and his relations, 
And always know our proper stations. 
The good lady on whose letter I have enlarged states that she has 
had twenty years’ experience in teaching and training girls for ser- 
vants, providing them with situations, keeping up a correspondence 
with them, and inviting them annually to a tea-party ; but it does not 
appear to bave struck that, as the facilities for education increase 
and as servants become better edntated, exactly in a proportionate 
ratio do they become ambitious to do something better than wait at 
table, cléan the knives, and make the beds, with “a day out” once a 
month, and “no followers allowed,” 
And it is exceedingty curions to mark that the vast majority of the 
complaints made against domestic servants concern the females only. 
There is. Little prumbling about men servants. Why? Because, I 
take it, the services of male domestics are more valuable, becavse they 
can command better wages, and beeanse they have a chance of rising 
in life. A footman may become a butler, a m of the chambers, or 
asteward. In process of time the steward mes a land agent and 
a landowner ; or, retiring from service with his savings, he takes a 
public-house or is appointed manager to an hotel. A gardener 
promotes himself into a nurseryman and florist; a groom merges 
into a trainer or a livery-stable keeper; a valet —why, a valet 
can become almost anything. You eee that a man-servant is, to most 
intents and purposes, a professional person, He has passed through a 
virtual apprenticeship as page or stable-boy. But a girl raw 
from the national or village school into service as a housemaid, and a 
hovsemaid she continues to the end of the chapter, or until she 
marries a poor mechanic, or does worse. Cook is better off. She 
takes lessons at the School of Cookery, or pays a — at a club 
an “improver,” and in a year’s time she may be worth forty or 
fifty guineas a year in an hotel or a nobleman’s house. Bat I am sure 
I am not exaggerating when I say that not one servant-girl in five 
thousand rises to the dignity of a “ professed cook.” 
There is a very inquisitive gentleman, an old acquaintance, who 
persists in writing to the papers to know when Mr. Frith’s picture of 
the “Derby Day” is coming back from Australia, and when the 
trustees of the National Gallery are finally to enter into possession 
of Mr. Jacob Bell's bequest. Mr. Gambart has written a temperate 
letter in reply, assuring the inquisitive gentleman that the picture is 
in perfect safety, that a cabin passage has been secured for it from the 
ntipodes, and that it may be expected home shortly.

“For,” added 
the cynic, “ it’s big enough and ugly enough for the outside of a penny 
show!” Then Gcricault proposed to cut his enormous performance 
into pieces, and eell the figures separately. He was informed that 
there were sufficient “specimens” im the Museum of the College 
of Surgeons, and that the English public didn’t care about 
lifesize studies of livid corpses. poor Géricault went back to 
France, and died there of the disease which Mr. Ralph Nickleby 
obstinately refused to believe could be fatal to anybody, but of whic 
@ good many thousand persons die, nevertheless, every year —to wit, 
a broken heart. And the “Raft of the Medusa” hangs in one of the 
great halls of the Louvre to be a wonder to all time. Your lines have 
been cast in pleasanter places, Mr. William Powell Frith.

A vacancy bas occurred in the Military Knights’ foundation 
at Windsor Castle by the death, on Thursday week, of Captain Hollingsworth, 
a veteran knight, aged seventy-eight years. 

A statistical report of the health of the British Navy during 
the year 1862 has been iesued in the form of a bluebook, During that year 
the ratio of mortality in the whole force was 15°3 per 1000 of mean force. At 
first sight, this is a large ratio, when we consider that the death-rate among 
agricu!tural labourers, shepherds, navvies, &c., is only 91. But if deaths 
from casualties are excluded, and deaths from cholera and — fever, the 
ratio of mortality in the Navy {s reduced to 96 per 1000. € report states 
that on the Pacific, Cape of Good Hope, and Australian stations, by excluding 
deaths by violence alone, the ratio of mortality per 1000 of mean force was ia 
the former only 5°8, and in each of the two latter 4-8.

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WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 


The will of General Amedée Theodore Davesiés de Pontés, 
late of Ryford House, Gloucestershire, was proved in her Majesty's Court, on 
the 16th oclt., by the executors and trostees—Zaphemia, wife of Major- 
General W. Sullivan, C.B., of Ryde; David Macloughiin, M.D., of Braton- 
atreet, Berkeley-square ; and Thomas F. Robina, of Tokenhouse-yari, London, 
The will is dated Feb, 21, 1865, and is drawn up in the English form, and 
witnessed by the General's coachman and butler, He has directed his pro- 
perty to be sold, and the proceeds handed over to Mdme. Emblyn D'Arcy 
Irvine, widow, af St. Anne's Honse, Ryde, where he was residing, trusting 
that sho will carry out his wishes, with regard to which she is acquainted ; 
but euch were only given verbally to Mdme, Irvine, of which she has made a 
statement, and deposited the same with the will, The deoeased General was 
a retired officer in the French army, domiciled in the empire of France, but 
died at the Ike of Wight, on the 30th of March last. There is a declaration 
made by Alfred Francois Bonard, of Chancery-l me, advocate, and counsel to 
the French Emt in England, stating that by the laws and constitution of 
France, No, 999 of the cede of Napoleon, the will of a Frenchman made 
according to the laws of the country in which he is thon residing is a con- 
closive and valid instrument.

THE FENIAN MOVEMENT. 
AT length the Goverrment has taken active measures for the suppression of 
Fenianism. ‘The first overt blow was struck yesterday se’nnight, when the 
police made a descent upon the office of the Jrish Peopie, a Fenian newspaper, 
printed . Parliament-street, Dublin. The publication of the paper waa 
stopped, the types and presses were seized, and several persons who were 
found on th e premises were taken into custody, 

Several other arrests were made in Dublin on Saturday an 1 Monday, and 
the prisoners were taken to the police court and remanded for a week. In 
Cork, too, several arrests have been made. 

A number of foolish young men have been apprehended at Wexford, on a 
charge of illegal drilling. According to the evidence of a Mr. Carey and of 
another eye-witness, the drilling took place within 200 yards of one of the 
most frequented places in Wexford. The prisoners were committed for trial. 

Some of the most active Fenians, however, have, so far, evaded the de- 
tectives. A reward of £100 has been offered for the apprehension of Geary, 
the Cork grocer, who made his escape while the police were searching his 
house, on Saturday morning. A proclamation for the arrest ef Stephens, the 
Dublin Fenian, was issued in Liverpool, on Monday, and a warrant for other 

rominent Irish Fenians was received. Meetings, more or less private, were 

eld, on Saturday and Sunday, amongst the brotherhood, both at Liverpool 
and Birkenhead ; and delegates were seut to London, Dublin, and elsewhere, 
for consultation, In houses well known on both sides of the Mersey, Fenians 
are said to drill nightly. 

A Fenian was arrested in Liverpool, !ast week, on the charge of robbery. On 
bis person the following oath was found :—* I now, in the presence of Almighty 
God, solemnly swear allegiance to the Irish Republic, now virtually established, 
to take up arms in its defence at a moment's notice ; and that will, to the 
best of my power, defend its territory and independence, and will implicit! ly 
obey the commands of my superior officer. So help me God! 

The supplement to the Dublin Gazette, issued on Saturday evening, contains 
a proclamation by the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council, placing the city 
and aay! of Cork under the provisions of the Peace Preservation (Ireland) 
Act of 1856, as amended last Session. This Act authorises the Lord 
Lieutenant, while the proclamation shail be in force, to species an additional! 
er nstabulary force for the proclaimed district ; and makes the carrying of 
firearms, swords, bayonets, pikes, or ammunition by unauthorised persons, 
not dnly licensed to carry same, a misdemeanour punishable with two years’ 
imprisonment. 

Mr. Justice Fitzgeral d has refused an squietiien to release on bail five 
men charged with illegal drilling, near uialk. In giving his decision, the 
learned Jndge described the Fenian movement as simply ridiculous and con 
temptible; although, at the same time, he considered it only proper that the 
law should interfere to punish the ringleaders and to protect those who were 
made the dupes of the organisation, 

A telegram from Cork states that a sergeant-major of the 99th Regiment 
was shown by the Colonel a rol!-book taken from one of the l'enians who was 
arrested containing a list of names certified as having passed his drill 
instructions, and that the serpeant-major at once acknowledged his signature, 
and was taken into custody. A private soldier of the same regiment was alse 
arrested. 

The garrison at Cork has been largely increased, and the police in that 
county reinforced from the Dublin Phoenix Park dépét. 

All is quiet in Dublin, Cork, and eleewhere. 

In America the same rumours of an intended Fenian invasion prevail as ia 
Ireland. The New York correspondent of the Times states that the Fenians 
are remarkably active in the northern States, and that large funds are being 
collected and sent to Ireland, or expended in the purchase of arms. The 
Roman Catholic Archbishop of St. Louis, much to his own honour, has gone 
so far as to exclnde members of the association from the rites of the Church. 
The Fenians at Springfield, in [llinois, have issued an appeal tothe Americans 
for funds to aid an “uprising people.” They assert that no “ oppr: 

le’ has ever been blessed with a more complete organisation than the 
‘enian Brotherhood. The day has been fixed for the establishment of a pro- 
visional government ; 200,000 men are sworn to sustain it ; the American and 
Trish officers who have joined the movement are silently making their way 
into Ireland ; and operations are to be inangurated sooner, much sooner, than 
any of you can believe. Each steamer on her arrival at Queenstown from 
New York or Boston is boarded by the police, who, as a telegram states, search 
the passengers’ luggage for arms cr treasonable documeuts,

H.M.S, LEOPARD IN DOCK AT SHANGHAI, 


Aw cffiver of H.M.S. Leopard has sent usa sketch of the position of 
that ship in Muithead’s Dock, Shanghai, after being ashore on the 
south coast of Japan, on the 16th of A ril last. It may be interesting 
to come of our readers to know that a dock of such dimensions is now 
open at Shanghai, and capable of = ships of the largest class 
and of the Leopard's beam (68ft.), without removing the paddle- 

wheels, a convenience the want of which has been much felt in the 
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navigation of the Eastern seas. 
The caisson entrance here is 75 ft. 
wide, and the length of the dock is 
375 ft. In our Illustration will be 
seen the various workshops, the 
foundry, and quarters for the 
officers who have to superintend 
the repairs of the ship. 


PROFESSOR PHILLIPS. 
Dr. Joun PHILiips, Professor of 
Geolo in the University of 
Oxford, whose address, delivered 
at Birmingham as President of 
the meeting of the British Asso- 
ciation for 1865, was reported the 
week before last, has held the 
office of Assistant General Secre- 
tary to that association since 
1882, having been one of its 
original founders. He is 
nephew of William Smith, who 
has been called “the father of 
English geol .” and with whom, 
as his pupil and assistant, Professor 
Phillips was constantly associated 
till the death of Mr. Smith, in 1839. 
In making the surveys and observa- 
tions for the geological maps of 
many English counties, prepared by 
Mr. Smith between 1819 and 1824, 
Mr. Phillips, while a youth, first 
obtained his practical knowledge 
of the science and his acquaintanc? 
with the physical structure of 
England. His earliest contribution 
to geological literature appeared in 
the Philosophical Magazine in 
1827; it was an essay “On the 
Direction of Diluvial Currents in 
Yorkshire,” and was first read as a 
paper before the Yorkshire Philo- 
sophical Society in November, 
1826, This Society had been in- 
stituted by scientific men belong- 
ing to the city and county of York 

a few years previously. The acquire- 
ments of Mr. Phillips, and his suc- 
cess as a lecturer, brought him into 
notice. In i224 he was intrusted 
with the task of arranging the 
fossils of the Society’s Museum, and 
in the following year he was ap- 
pointed its keeper. In 1829 the 
collections of the York Museum 
were removed to a new building 
erected in the grounds of St. Mary's 
Abbey, and Mr, Phillips then re- 
sided in the house which had for- 
merly been the gate of the Abbey. 
About this time he produced his 
“ Tllustrations of the Geology of 
Yorkshire,” which was followed by 
a work on “ The Rivers, Mountains, 
and Seacoast of Yorkshire.” In 
1831, Mr. Phillips, as secretary to 
the Yorkshire Philosophical So- 
ciety, took a leading part, with Sir 
David Brewster and others, in 
establishing the British Association, 
which held its preliminary meeting, 
in the theatre of the York Museum, 
in September of that year. Mr. 
Phillips then acted as secretary to

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The Story of the Great March. By Brevet Major George Ward 
Nichols. (Sampson Low, Son, and Marston.) Hamlet calculates, upon 
certain data connected with his father’s di and his mother’s second 
marriage, the probable duration of a great man’s fame. Accordin 
to a similar calculation, therefore, it is just possible that the worl 
still cherishes some faint memory of the assassination of an honest 
man and the termination of a t war ; for it is less than six months 
since Lincoln was sent before his time to with Washington, and 
the heroic Lee and cautious Johnston, with inferior numbers and 
inferior resources, were forced to succumb to the tenacity of Grant 
and the daring of Sherman. Our newspapers have had the Atlantic 
telegraph, sensational murders, the cattle plague, international fétes 
at Portsmouth and Cherbourg, the romantic tale of the bridegroom 
groom, and the like interesting topics to take the place of “the latest 
news from America ;” but, perhaps, there yet lingers amongst us suf- 
ficient interest in the late War of Secession to make men anxious to 
read the true story of that wonderful march which is unequalled 
in the annals of military matters, which has made the name of 
Sherman illustrious te all time, and which contributed as much as, if 
not more than, any achievement to crush the Southern Confederacy. 
The writer of this “Story of the Great March” served upon General 
Sherman's Staff from the commencement of the “ retreat” (as it was 
the fashion, in certain quarters, to term it) from Atlanta to the con- 
clusion of the war; and his account should be, and there is no réason 
to doubt is, trustworthy. It is written in a “popular” style, and is 
illustrated in a “popular,” not to say sensational, manner.

THE proceedings at the 142nd Festival of the Three Choirs of 
Gloucester, Worcester, ~~ Hereford, which took place at Gloucester 
from Tuesday, the 5th Friday, the 8th inst., were sufficiently 
described in our last. tthe sacred sans usic was performed each day in 
the cathedral; the evening concerts of secular music, ending with a 
ball, were of course relegated to the Shirehall, It is from the 
cathedral performances that we have chosen the subjects for the 
Illustrations we have engraved this week.

THE NEW CHURCH OF ST. MICHAEL AND ALL 

ANGELS, SHOREDITCH. 
Ir may be remembered that at the consecration of this church, in 
Mark-street, Paul-street, on the 24th ult., the Bishop of London took 
occasion to correct some particulars in the costume of the assembled 
clergy and in the decorations of the sacred building ; and a good deal 
of comment upon his Lordship’s proceedings was published in the 
ecclesiastical journals. We are not, however, called upon to express 
any opinion about this matter, and have merely to present two Llus- 
trations of the new edifice : the one representing its finished exterior, 
the other giving a view of the interior as it appeared a few months 
ago, while the work of its construction was going on over the tem- 
porary building in which the services of the Church have been carried 
on during the last two years, We believe the only known precedent 
for this singular expedient of placing the temporary church in the 
midst of the rising walls of the intended anent edifice is to be 
found in the history of the building of York Minster. Architecturally, 
it is perhaps one of the finest churches lately built in London, being 
large enough to accommodate 1000 worshippers without any gal- 
leries, though only seated at present for 750. The total internal 
length i 


is 135 ft. The nave has a height of 70ft., open to the 
ridge, and a breadth of 47ft. 9 in., including two aisles of 
10 ft. 6in. each. The chancel is 24ft. 3in. wide, and has a 


lean-to aisle, and large sacristies on the north, and an organ transept 
on the south. The materials used are brick and stone inside and out, 
and the works are highly creditable to the contractors and others, 
The most remarkable features externally are, first, the west front, 
with its fine brick and stone window and turrets (the lower part has 
been designed to have a eovered way or cloister, forming the eastern 
side of a quadrangle, of which the parsonage will occupy the northern, 
the school buildings the western, and an arcade or railing the side next 
the road) ; next, the south porch, which will be the usual entrance; 


then the bell-cot, which is built on the chancel arch, 
and is visible from several distant points of view, espe- 
cially in the line of Clifton-street; lastly, the east window, 
constructed of brick and 


set high up in the wall, and of unusual but highly-effective design, 
especially for showing off stained glass. Internally, the fittings have 
mostly been gifts, and include a memorial window, executed by Messrs. 
Clayton and . The reredos is divided into five divisions, the centre 
one to have the Crucifixion under the canopy, with St. Mary on the 
right of our Lord, and St. John on his left, the carving to be in white 
alabaster, with a gold and coloured mosaic background. On each 
side of the centre is to be St. Gabriel and Angels and St. Michael and 
Angels in adoration. The first division of the reredos will contain the 
Annunciation, and the fifth division the Resurrection of our Lord. All 
the subjects to be in alabaster and to have coloured mosaic back- 


grounds. The reredos and font are by Mr. Thomas Earp; altar and 
choir fittings by Mr. Alfred Robinson, of Holborn ; and gas and metal- 
work by Messrs. Peard and Jackson. The architect is Mr. James

SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 
M. R, Luther, the director of the observatory at Bilk, near 
Diisseldorf, has announced his discovery of a new minor planet, of the tenth 
magnitude, and the eighty-fourth of the series. 


We learn that the Count Castracane, at Rome, has employed 


a monochromatic light for the microscope with excellent effect, and has found 
by experiment that greenish blue is the tint most favourable for observing ex- 
tremely delicate organisations—such as the pleurosigma angulatum ; the lens 
required is of less power than when white light is employed. 

M. Jules Gindre reports, in Les Mondes, that he has prepared 
and patented a new manure—a combination of potash and feldspar— which is 


suitable for all kinds of culture, especially for the vine, and which has 
been tried with good effect near Bordeaux. 

M., Faye, at a recent meeting of the Academy of Sciences at 
Paris, read a note on his theory of the spots and facule of the sun, which he 
explains by ascending and descending currents, proceeding from the photo- 
— to the interior, and from the interior to the photosphere. He considers 

at the observations lately made in England confirm his ideas. He also read 
a note on the rotation of the sun around its axis, in which he compared the 


calculations of Carrington and Spcerer, and found the numbers of Carrington 
to be certainly the more correct. 
The nature of the invisible photographic image has long 


been the subject of discussion. The general opinion, that no chemical de- 
composition takes place, an that neither liberation of iodine nor reduction of 
silver occurs, and that the change in the iodo-bromised plate in the camera is 
a purely physical one, has been latterly opposed by two distinguished photo- 
graphers, Dr. Vogel and Major Russel.

A memoir by Mr. Alfred R. Wallace, so eminent for his 
researches in the higher departments of natural history, “On the Phenomena 
of Variation and Geographical Distribution, as illustrated by the Papilionide 
(butterflies) of the Malayan Region,” was read at a meeting of the Linnean 
Society, and appears in the new part of its Transactions, accompanied by 
beautifully-coloured plates. Mr. Wallace considers his subject under the 
heads of simple variability, polymorphism, local forms, coexisting varieties, 
races or subspecies, and trne species. His memoir forms a most inte 
addition to the great stock of facts collected by Mr. Darwin in his celebrated 
“ Origin of Species.” 

M. Guérin-Méneville, the celebrated promoter of new varieties 
of sericulture in France, has tr itted to the Academy of Sci a note 
on the valuable qualities of the wood of the ailanthus, a species of oak, the 
leaves of which furnish the food of a new Chinese silkworm. He states that 
M. Raoulx has tested this wood in comparison with oak and elm, and asserts 
that the ailanthus is the best in regard to tenacity and flexibility, and v 
little inferior to oak in density, and possesses nearly twice its tenacity. “tt 
is very hard, takes a good polish, and yet is easily worked. This tree is being 
rapidly planted in France, as an ornament to gardens, parks, and forests.

The chemistry of Cheese has been elaborately studied by M. 
Brassier, and the results of his labours appear in a series of tables in the new 
Number of the Annales de Chimie. He began with new cheese containing all 
the elements of milk, caseine, butter, and the lactine which had by 
pressing, and investigated all the phenomena, including the invasion of the 
surface by an abundant cryptog 1s vegetation, the gradual to an 
unctuous cendition, the development of the odour and taste due to the forma- 
tion of small quantities of ammonia, of fatty acids, of leucine, and of the 
peculiar acrid principle discovered by Proust. M. Brassier’s paper will 
doubtless be welcomed by agricultural chemists. The same Number contains 
a long memoir by Dr. Icery, President of the Chamber of Agriculture in the 
Manritius, describing his researches on the juices of the sugar-cane, and the 
modifications which it undergoes during its extraction—a subject now attract- 
ing much attention. 


Mr. A. H. Church’s analyses of some small antique articles 
of bronze, discovered during the progres of the main 





much of the so-called Roman bronze should more correctly be termed brass. 
A Celtic bronze armiet, found at Aboyne, gave 86°49 copper, 6°76 tin, 1°44 
zinc, 4°41 lead ; oxygen and loss,-90. The deleterious effect of the lead was 
very evident. The armlet, although massive, had been broken and mended 
at the period of its use. The metal was cracked, the fissures presenting the 
appearance of some of the lead-containing bronzes after they have been worked 
when hot. Among other papers in the number, perhaps the most important 
is Mr. Uligren’s on the estimation of indigotin, or the blue colouring matter 
of indigo. 

Dr. B. W. Richardson has communicated to the Royal 
Society an account of certain im t experiments performed with the 
view of inquiring into the possibility of restoring the life of warm-blooded 
animals in cases where the respiration, circulation, and ordinary manifesta- 
tions of organic motion are exhausted or have ceased. He states that this 
memoir is merely preliminary, and intended to show the present doubtful 
state of our knowledge. His experiments consisted of attempts to produce 
artificial respiration and circulation, and to increase the temperature of the 
body. In conclusion, he states that he has shown in his memoir that artificial 
respiration is only of service when blood from the heart is being still distri- 
buted over the capillary surface of the luangs—that the process is simply one of 
fanning an expiring flame, and of no use when the flame has pond. v but he 
is led to a further conclusion that when the heart has ceased to suppl 
to the pulmonic capillaries during the period previous to coagul the 
blood may be driven or drawn over the pulmonic circuit, may be oxydised in 
its course, may reach the left side of the heart, may be distributed over the 
arteries, and that thus distributed it possesses the power of ———_ 
muscular irritability and the external manifestations of life. Hence he infers 
that resuscitation, under the limitation named, is a possible process ; and that 
it demands only the elements of time, experiment, and patience for its develop- 
ment into a demonstrable fact of modern science,

Tue fourth report of the Children’s Employment Commission, with 
the evidence taken during the inquiry, was issued on Tuesday. The 
Commissioners were Mr, H. S. Tremenheere, Mr. E. C. Tufnell, and 
Mr. R. D. Grainger ; but the latter gentleman did not live to witness 
the termination of the labours of the joint Commission.

GENERAL DE LAMORICIERE. 

Christopher Louis Léon Juchault de Lamoricitre, a iy oy French 
General, who died on the 11th inst., was the scion of a noble family seated at 
St. Philbert, near Nantes, He was born at Nantes, Feb. 5, 1806, and was 
educated at the Polytechnic School and at the school of Metz. He was, in 
1830, a Lieutenant in the Algerian expedition, and became a Captain on Nov. ! 
that year. He joined the corps of Zouaves on its formation, and was remark- 
able for his intelligence and his audacity. In 1833 General Avizard gave him 
the direction of the “ First Arab Bureau,” and in the same year he became 
Chet de Batailion of Zounves, and a Colonel in 1837, after the siege of 
Constantine, during which he was wounded by the explosion of a mine. 
After a year in Paris he returned to Africa in 1840, and distinguished himself 
at Mouzaia, and was made Maréchal de Camp. In 1843 he became Lieutenant- 
General, and in 1844 Commandant of the Legion of Honour. He waa, in 1845, 
ad interim Governor-General of Algeria. He had, in 1844, added to his fame 
at the Battle of Isly, and in 1847 he organised the celebrated expedition which 
resulted in the capture of the Emir, Abd-el-Kader, and for which he was made 
Grand Officer of the Legion of Honour.

All the rest of Hamilton's life was 
devoted to scientific pursuits, and the advancement of that knowledge by 
which he had attained eminence. He was a prominent member of the British 
Association from its establishment, and he contributed to its Transactions, and 
those of many other learned societies, numerous pers in various 
recondite departments of science, in which he mad: many valuable 
discoveries. The most remarkable of these, and that with which 
his name will always be associated, is the calculus of quaternions, a wonder- 
ful instrument of mathematical research, the power of which is only now 
beginning to be understood. This instrument Sir William applied with great 
success to elucidate many of the leading principles of astronomy. Sir W. 
Hamilton did not, however, restrict himself to the domain of science ; he was 
also a contributor to general literature, and produced 
sitions distinguished for elegance of diction and 
knighted, in 1885, on the oceasion of the meeting 
Dublin, when, as ‘its it, he delivered the annual retrospect of the con 
dition of science literature.

THE REV. ROBERT MOORE, M.A. 

This worthy clergyman was the son of the Most Rev. John Moore, D.D., 
Archbishop of Canterbury, by his wife, Catherine, daughter of Sir Robert 
Eden, Bart., and was educated at Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1799, and M.A. in 1802. In that year his father presented 
him with the living of Hunton, near Staplehurst, in a beautiful of Kent ; 
and that rectory he has held for sixty-three years. He was , in 1804, a 
Canon of Canterbury Cathedral ; but this he resigned in 1862, and retired to 
his beloved Hunton. He was an active county m ; a liberal and 
generous man; and there can be no doubt that he made an excellent and 
most charitable use of his wealth. He was further creditably noted for being 
always ready to lend a we hand to members of the theatrical profession ; 
and during the last few years he contributed liberally to the establishment of 
the Royal Dramatic College at Maybury. e Rev.

JOHANN FRANZ ENCKE. 

This celebrated German astronomer, who died recently in Berlin, was born 
at Hamburg, on Sept. 23,1791. His studies, under the illustrious Gauss, of 
Gottingen, were interrupted by the war of 1815-14, in which he took an active 
part, being at one time Lieutenant of Artillery in the Prussian service. After 
the peace he ardently resumed his pursuits, especially at the Observatory of 
Seeberg, where he, among other important works, published his determination 
of the orbit of the comet of 1680, and of the distance of the earth from the 
sun, deduced from the transits of Venus in 1761 and 1769, Hisinvestigations 
into the elements of the comet discovered by Pons, in 1818 (now justly termed 
Encke's), greatly advanced the theory of comets and overthrew the generally- 


received opinion that these bodies had always a revolution of long duration ; 
since he proved that a revolution of this comet was completed in 1200 days, 
and that it had been seen in 1786, 1795, and 1805, At the same time he pro- 





pounded the hypothesis that the celestial space consisted of a universal, resist- 
ing, transparent medium, which he termed ether. His numerous researches 
and discoveries since 1824 have procured M. Bncke a great reputation. In 
182 e was appointed director of the Observatory at Berlin, and has since 
ree | many honours in his own country and from foreign scientific bodies.

THE BRITISH ASSOCIATION. 
EXCURSIONS. 
ON Thursday week the members of the Association made a series of excursions 
to Dudley and South Staffordshire to examine the geological features of the 
district and to inspect its great manufacturing establishments. Nearly 1000 
persons took part in these trips, a large proportion of the number being ladies. 
The excursionists, headed y be president and Sir Roderick Murchison, were 
received at Dudley by the Mayor, Mr. F. Smith, and escorted round the base 
of the Castle-hill to. the famous limestone caverns, which were specially 
illuminated for ee by order of Lord Dudley, the proprietor of the 
7 The mH be this subterranean region lay down a flight of stone steps, 
elcome!” in oil lamps, met the eyes of the visitors as they 
tee, by a band of music. Before them wes a long vista of cham- 
bers and galleries, anes like a colossal crypt, and lighted r= 10,000 candles 
and numerous coloured lamps ; the continuous rows of lights being reflected 
| im the dark waters of a canal, amile in length, along the lower side 
of the caverns. The latter are divided into three distinct galleries, 
parted from each other by jagged columns and huge masses of 
dark limestone rock. The whole series of galleries, with their endless 
pillars, buttresses, and arches, has been hewn out of the rock, in the course of 
many years ; but the quarry, being now nearly exhausted, is not worked. The 
caverns are nearly a mile in extent. The excursionists halted in the middle, 
in a spacious chamber, where the lofty roof showed the stratification of the 
rock to great advantage. Professor Phillips took up his station upon a jutting 
ledge overhanging the dark canal, and addressed a few words to the assemblage. 
He said that the h ll in the interior of the rocky base of which they were 
standing was not always the property of the Dudiey family. It belonged, in 
former times, to an ancient, numerous, and distinguished family, from which 
it had descended lineally to a gentleman now by his side, who had of right 
taken possession of all the old “‘ Kin of Siluria.”” “ Therefore,” exclaimed 
“O! Chief of Siluria, rightful descendant of the trilobites, 
— to tell us something of your ancestral domain!” 

Roderick Murchison, thus invoked, proceeded to relate how he had dis- 
covered “the kingdom of Siluria” in the strata lying under Montgomery, 
Radnor, and Salop; how he had verified it in Germany, Norway, Sweden, and 
beyond the Ural Mountains, Sir Roderick next referred to the probability of 
fresh coal-measures existing in that neighbourhood ; adding that beneath the 
red sandstone, or Permian, of South Staffordshire, there was lying an untold 
store of coal. Three cheers having been given for “The King of Siluria, 
the visitors threaded their way out of the caverns, and many then ascended 
the Castle-hill, and the parapet of the keep. 

e excursionists now divided off into several separate sections, one of 
which went to inspect the ironworks and collieries at Tipton; another to 
visit Cannock Chase ; another to be conducted over the Bessemer steel works 
of Messrs. Lieyd, Foster, and Go., and other establishments at Wednesbury ; 
another to Stourbridge, to see the glassworks at Amblecote and the ironworks 
ot Mr. W. O. Foster, M.P. ; another to Round Oak, to visit the ironwerks of 
Lord Dudley ; and another to Oldbury and W estbromwich, to witness certain 
specialities in “ puddiing”’ at the works of the Eagle Com y. A large party 
visited Burton-on-Trent, where the great breweries of Trove. essrs. Allsopp and

THE CHOLERA AT MALTA: 


BURNING OF ST, MARY’S CATHEDRAL, SYDNEY, 
NEW SOUTH WALES. 

rn Australian correspondence mentions the destruction by fire, on 
Jane 29, of the Roman Catholic Cathedral at Sydney. The Ilustra- 
tion we have engraved, from a picture by Mr. J. Smedley, an artist of that 
city, shows the conflagration in its most terrific aspect, It was about 
nine o'clock in the evening when the fire was first seen. The flames burst 
forth almost simultaneously in different parts of the building. The 
greatest body of fire was at the east end of the cathedral, but there was a 
s:rong westerly wind, and by half-past nine the whole of the roof was 
covered with flame. The roof was composed of shingles, which were 
bey A burnt through, but the rafters and other tim burnt for a 
while longer ; and, as the outlines of the stately structure were vividly 
defined and skirted with flame, the sight was one of uns 
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grandeur. Myriads of sparks ascended high into the air and fell in | somewhat resembled the waves beating along the seashore as heard 


showers in the direction of Woolloomooloo Bay, whither, for a con- 


siderable distance, they were driven by the wind. From the top of the | 
cathedral clouds of yellow flame and smoke issued, which shed a | 


lurid lustre on all around; and at times so bright was the glare that 
in remote parts of the city the minutest objects could be seen as 
distinctly as by daylight. e reflection of the fire in the sky was 
visible for a distance of twenty miles at sea. The cold, frosty air, 
blowing on the rafters, caused them to glitter with resplendent bril- 
liancy ; and the flames, like innumerable serpents of fire, hissed and 
crackled along every part of the building, and, as they swept from 
one interior fitting to another, assumed most singular oe. The 
interior of the cathedral was a vast furnace of fire, which glowed 
with intense heat; and the wind and flame roaring through the 
sacred pile, and the timbers crashing from above, made a noize which 


from afar. 

Of course it was utterly im ible to arrest the of the 
flames, which, fanned by The — continued to vith unchecked 
fierceness until the woodwork of the edifice had been consumed, 
The Archbishop's house, St. Mary’s Seminary, and other buildings 
adjacent were saved by the efforts of the firemen, aided by many 
townspeople and a detachment of sailors from a French sloop-of-war 
in the harbour. 

The cathedral, which had cost not much less, with its furniture and 
decorations, than £50,000, was not insured. It contained several pic- 
tures by the old masters, none of which have been saved. Ene 
as alone, representing the death of St. Benedict, was valued at 

1000. The chalices in the sacristy were got out, as also were all 
the more valuable vestments—these latter being estimated at £2000, 
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
